Washington._-Following is the text 
of Count Von Brockdorff-Rantzau’'s 
note to Premier Clemenceau, dated 
May 29, made public by the State De- 
partment: 


Mr. President: - have the honor to 
tranmsniult to you herewith the observations 
of the German delegation on the draft 
tavaty of peace. We came to Versailles 
in the expectation of receiving a peace 
proposal based on the agreed principles. 
We were ftirmly resolved to do every- 
daing in our power with a view of ful- 
filling the grave oblixations which we 
‘aad undertaken. We hoped for the peace 
of justice which had been promised to 
us. We were aghast when we read in 
@ocumentsa the demands made upon us; 
the victorious violence of our enemies. 
The more deeply we penetrate into the 
spirit of this treaty, the more convinced 
we become of the impossibility of carry- 
ing it out. The executions of this treaty 
are more than the Gerinan people can 
bear. 

With a view to the re-establishment of 
the Polish state, we must renounce in- 
disputably German territory, neurly the 
whole of the province of West Prussia, 
which is preponderantly German; of 
Pomerania, Danzig, which is German to 
the core; we must let that ancient Hianse- 
town be transformed into a tree state 
under Polish suzerainty. We must agree 
that Mast Prussia shall be amputated 
from the body of the state, condemned 
to uw lingering death, and robbed of its 


is purely German. We must renoune 
Upper silesia for the benetit of Poland 
and the Czecho-Slovakia, although it has 
been in close political connection with 
Germany for more than 750 years, is in- 
stinct with German life, and forms the 
very foundation of industrial life through 
out Mast Germany. 

Preponderantly German circles (Kreise) 
must be ceded to Belgium without suf- 
ticient: guarantecs that the Nebiscite, 
which is only to take place afterwards, 
will be independent. The purely German

Five Coaches With Sleeping Soldiers 
Completely Submerged; Ten 
Taken to Hospital 


Omaha.—Five coaches of a Bur- 


lington train, carrying the 25th En- 
gineers back to California, after 
eighteen months’ service in France, 
slid into Salt creek, a mile and a half 
east of Ashland, Nebraska, at 1:15 
oclock this morning, resulting in the 
injury of thirty Californians, ten of 
whom were* removed to an Omaha 
hospital on a rescue train at noon 

The creek was swoiien as a result 
of a cloudburst. A culvert had 
choked up and water was flowing 
over the rails, undermining the tracks 
in such a manner that cars, ties and 
rails all slid into the creek.

Leap year is a year which leaps 
over, as it were, one day more than an 
ordinary year; . year which contains 
366 days, us dis:inguished from an or- 
dinary year, witich includes only 365 
days. Every year the number of which 
is divisible by four is a leap year, ex- 
cept when it happens to be any num- 
ber of hundreds not divisible by four. 
Thus 188+ was a leap year, but not 
1900, this omission of leap years in 
such centuries being necessary to cor- 
rect the error which arises from the 
excess of the addition of one day in 
four years (i. ¢.. six hours) to the 
year over the true length of the year, 

e., 865 days 5 hours 49 minutes.

Great Auvance With More st More 
Unity Has Been Made in 
Gra ammar and Spelling 


In the days of € mpaiined there were 
undoubtedly differences among writers 
which made their grammar and spell- 
ing seem singular to us; yet crude 
though they were, the art of literary 
composition was well advanced. That, 
however, says the Christian Herald, 
was not the greatest age;it came in 
the Elizabethan period: and while the 
Mterary peculiarities of Shakespeare's 
style were strongly defined, it could 
not be said in any sense that they re- 
vealed lack of knowledge in either 
grammer or spelling, the standards of 
that day being suited to the culture 
of the time. And a great advance had 
been made over the days of Chaucer. 
In the days of Addison, Johnson, Swift, 
Congreve and Goldsmith, we find a 
great advance with more unity In both 
grammar and spelling. The authorized 
version of the Bible in the line of lit- 
erary workmanship noted the greatest 
advance of all, and reached a point 
which has not been surpassed if, in- 
deed, equaled. There was a certain 
latitude in spelling, it is true, to which 
we today look back with interested cu- 
rlosity; but even that was not the 
result of ignorance. but rather of cus- 
tom, which allowed the latitude, and 
{t was in no sense a literary disfigure- 
ment. 


St. Ethelbert. King of Kent, 
Was First English Ruler to 
Be Given Christian Baptism 


The first Christian king of England 
was St. Ethelbert, king of Kent. Ethel- 
bert retgned over Kent from 560 to 616, 
and he also held imperial sway over 
the other Saxon monarchs as far north 
as the banks of the Humber. 

Like all his predecessors on English 
thrones he was a pagan. To increase 
his power he married Bertha, daughter 
of the king of Paris. His queen was a

ferred that of his fathers until an Ital- 
Jan missionary, St. Augustine, arrived

greeting to the missionary, and Augus- 
tine soon convinced the Kentish king 
that Christianity was an improvement 
over the old faith. Ethelbert was duly 
baptized, and the lesser chiefs and 
common people soon followed his ex- 
ample. Go great was the eagerness 
of the people to embrace the religion 
of Christ that on one day 10,000 peo-- 
ple were baptized.
